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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. Figures 1 , 3, 4 and 6 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- 
because only that which is old is illustrated, as described in the Specification. See 
MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as 
per 37 CFR 1 .121 (d)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - t 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 8-10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Atkins, US #5,572,835. 

3. Atkins discloses flag 1 1 having linear sleeve 121 and extension tab 92 secured 
above an uppermost part of the sleeve. Sleeve 121 fits around tubular insert 10d. 
Insert 10d may be made of plastic or other materials. The extension tab is considered 
to be "flexible" in that all material is flexible to some extent. Tab 92 includes opening 
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103 therein (Figure 4). Capping member 84 is secured at the top of the assembly. An 
indirect attachment means is formed by vertically spaced openings (or loops) 140 and 
141. 

4. Language regarding the pole and the extension has been considered and has 
been determined to be related to the intended use of the article. The device shown by 
Atkins shows all of the structure recited in the claims and is capable of performing the 
functions as described. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 3, 6 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Atkins et al. 

7. Atkins does not teach using a metal grommet in hole 103 or the openings in the 
sleeve, however, Atkins does teach using grommets. Grommets in general are well 
known in the art of flags and banners. It would have been obvious to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to utilize a grommet in the opening 103 if the opening needed to 
be strengthened. 

8. Regarding claim 6, Atkins does not teach the bottom of the sleeve partially 
closed. Atkins shows notches 71 and 72 which reduce the diameter of the sleeve and 
hold it in place (Figure 4). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
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to place this holding means at the bottom of the sleeve as an equivalent alternative 
location. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claim 7 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

The combination of the flag as described in claim 2 with an upright pole wherein the 
clag sleeve is slipped over the pole and the tab rotatably engages the extending pin 
while maintaining vertical support of the flag on the pole is not shown nor suggested by 
the prior art of record. 

Conclusion 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US patents 5975009, 6495238, 5943980, 4024833 and 5603389 
are cited as of interest.
